AMERI CANS KILL SIX MEXICANS 


Writer Depicts 
Last Day Scenes 
as Warsaw Falls 


Russians Retire Fighting 
and Put Blame dn Lack 
of Supplies. 


(By Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 

LONDON, Aug. &—The correspondent 
of the Times, who was in Warsaw up to 
the moment of its evacuation by the Rus- 
sians, sends a dispatch describing the 
hours that preceded the fall of the city. 
The dispatch, dated Warsaw, Aug. 4, 8 
p. M., says: 

“The Germans are drawing tighter and 
the fall of the city is a matter of a few 
hours. Standing on a new bridge, one 
can see great German shells and volcanic 
‘fumes, while the heavy reverberations 
shake the city. 

Across the Vistula hangs our observa- 
tion balloon, while the sky is dotted with 
German aeroplanes, darting hither and 
thither amid smoke puffs of bursting 
shrapnel from our guns. I counted four- 
teen shells aimed at one aeroplane. 


Many Bombs from Aeros. 

“From the roofs of tne Hotel Bristol 
is visible the smoke of the burning build- 
ings in the suburbs which have been fired 
by the German artillery. The city is de- 
}eerted by all but the Poles who intend to 
remain, and the evacuation) excépt for | 
| the last of the infantry and guns, seems 

to be practically completed. The last 
train departed for Petrograd yesterday 
and the last to Drest-Litousk goes to- 
night. 

In the meantime the German aero- 
planes continue their destruction of 
lives and property. On Monday many 
‘bombs were dropped and it is reported 
that twenty-five persons were killed. One 
, bomb fell between the Hotel de L' Europe 
and the new church, and others in all 
quarters of the city. 

All the bridges are mined. While I 
was crossing a bridge this afternoon four 
dombo fell on Praga, the suburb on the 
eastern bank of the river, making ter- 
rific detonations and sending the people 
flying in every direction. 


Retire In Good Order.

LONDON, Aug. S— Reuters corre- 
spondent at Petrograd transmits the fol- 
lowing: — 

“The Bourse Gazette learns from an 
unimpeachable source that the emperor 
of Germany made an offer of peace to 
Russia last week through the king of 
Denmark. The answer sent to the 
king stated that the question of peace ne- 
gOtiations could not be raised at the pres- 
ent time.” 

There is no official confirmation of this 
report. 

| Discussed in 

The report that Germany had mage @ 
peace proposals to Russia became known i 
in official circles in Petrograd Several de = = 
ase. and wag freely discussed in the lob- 
bies of the duma, according to the 
Vechernee Vremya, says a dispatch from 
the Russian capital. 

“We learn on good authority,” says 
the newspaper, “ that Germany through 
Denmark proposed to Russia a separate 
peace, Russia to receive Galicia, while 
Germany would retain the western dis- 
trict of Poland. A representative of the 
foreign office categorically denied that 
there was the remotest possibility of any. 
peace negotiations, In the lobbies of the 
duma the proposal was dismissed as un- 
worthy of serious consideration.” 


No Surprise to London. 
Germany's reported offer is regarded eo 
possible here that ft excites no surprise. 
Russia's prompt refusal is viewed as a 
matter of course. Her pledged word not 
to conclude peace separately from the 
allies is trusted implicitly, and her atti- 
tude is believed here to be faithfully ex- 
pressed by the Novo Vremya, which says: 
Russia does not desire peace, but vie- 
tory. As long as victory has not been at- 
tained, peace is impossible. Further- 
re, Russia eigned an agreement with 
the allies not to make peace separately. 
Treaties to which Russia's signature is 
attached are not like German scraps of 
paper“ Nothing more need be said.” 


More Determined Than Ever. 
All dispatches from Rustia concur not 
only with the government but show that 
the people are strengthened by events 
such as the fall of Warsaw in the de- 
termination to continue the struggle.

BERLIN, July 15.—From the beginning 
of the war the German government fore- 
saw the danger of there being a shortage 
in food supply for men and animals unless 
the matter were carefully regulated. 

Without waiting for the time when such 
shortage would commence, steps were 
immediately taken to control the whole 
question of supply, distribution, and con- 
sumption of food. The various state 
governments and also the imperial gov- 
ernment interested themselves in this 
matter. 

Probably the most important question 
was that of having sufficient grain for 
bread. Prussia raises enough grain not 
only to feed her own people, but also to 
aid considerably in the feeding of the 
people of the smaller federal states, Ba- 
varia, Mecklenburg, and Brunswick also 
raise not only enough for their own peo- 
ple, but also’ have a surplus. 


Will Have Grain Surplus. 

Under the existing war regulations gov- 
erning the consumption of bread, the 
amount allowed the population is ton- 
siderably under the smaHest German har- 
vest for a considerable number of years. 
The harvest of 1914 was somewhat under 
the average, but in spite of this fact it 
can now be seen that by the middle of 
August. when this year's harvest will be 
ready, Germany will have a surplus of 
690,000 tons of grain. 

For some weeks a short while back 
there was a dry spell, which caused a 
little anxiety on the part of some 
farmers. Since then it has rained enough 
to insure an average crop. The crops suf- 
fered only where the soil is sandy. Even 
in these places the damage amounts to 
comparatively little. 

Because of the dry weather there wasa 
fear that there might be too much rain 
at harvest time, and as a consequence a 
good deal of grain spoiled. With the usual 
German foresight the government ar- 
ranged places all over the country in 
which the grain, if harvested while wet. 
could be properly dried and thus preveat- 
ed from rotting. 


Other Precautions Taken. 
Some time back there was a fear that the 
supply of potatoes and pork would not be 
sufficient to feed the people. For this 
reason orders were given that the pigs 
would be slaughtered and the meat pre- 
served. This, of course, would prevent 
the continued raising of hogs, which fur- 
nished a large part of the meat supply of 
the German people. 

However, it has been found that the po- 

tato supply is so ample that the people 
cannot begin to consume it. Not only are 
all the ordinary plants for drying pota- 
toes busy day and night, but also it has 
been necessary to build a great many new 
ones to take care of the enormous sur- 
plus. 
In some parts of Germany potatoes have 
been so plentiful that they have been 
given away for nothing. For this reason 
the raising of pigs has again been per- 
mitted. At the present rate of increase 
the number of pigs in the country will 
soon reach its normal figure. 


Waste Land Improved. 
Throughout Germany the waste land 
-has been improved and vast tracts re- 
claimed. All these have been planted 
with cereals and fodder and will yield a 
Satisfactory crop. Germany’s hundreds 
of thousands of prisoners of war have aid- 
ed materially in this work. 

The considerable districts occupied by 
the German army in Belgium, France, 
Poland, and Courland have yielded large 
quantities of food supplies. In fact, prac- 
tically all the German troops in these 
districts have been fed on the supply 
found there. All the agricultural soil in 
these districts has been cultivated to the 
limit. , 

Where necessary the army has supplied 
horses to do the work. A considerable 
number of motor plows are also used. 
Everywhere in Germany the harvesting 
machinery mills are working. day and 


nicht to meet the demand for plows. 


Conditions everywhere are such as am- 
ply to justify the statement of Baron von 
Schorlemmer, the Prussian minister of 
agricuiture, that the hope to starve Ger- 
many is futile. 


How People Aid Government. 

| The earnestness with which the people 
of Germany support their government is 
well illustrated by the work of the Na- 
tional War Service Society of German 
Women. Thie society has got out appeals 
to the children asking them in simple 
language not to waste bread, and explain- 
ing why this is a patriotic duty. 

They have got out appeals to house- 
wives telling of the food supplies which 
are primarily needed for the army, and 
therefore should be sparingly used. They 
also tell them substitutes of various 
kinds which may be used for these ar- 
ticles. Accompanying these appeals are 
recipes showing ways of making up good 
and cheap dinners for various numbers of 
people. 

The activities of this society are not lim- 
ited to this. In general, the object of the 
society is to coBperate with the city and 
state governments to help people to econo- 
mize, to see that no one goes hungry, and 
to find work for everybody. Their organi- 
zation is quite complete, and so careful 
that it is practically impossible for any 
dishonest person to take advantage of 
them. ‘

As a punishment 
he was cursed with Il health and decteed 
n early death, instead of living 50,000 
years, like his ancestors, 


Tablet 5,000 Years Old. 
Inasmuch as the Sumerian tablet at the 
university museum is believed to be near 
ly 56,000 years old, imecribed before the 
days of Abraham, Prof. Langdon holds to 
the theory that the Bible story of Adam's 
fall is a version of this ancient account. 
The tablet, he says, ts at least 1,000 years 
older than Genesis and is the oldest rec. 
ord of the sort in existence. 

The Sumerian story, as translated from 
the tablet at the museum, is told in « 
book by Dr. Langdon, to be issued tomor- 
row. 

Both the Sumerian and Babytonteh ao 
counts place the flood at something litte 
85,000 B. C. The time between the res- 
tion and the food is fixed at 82,000 re 
Then came Noah and the cassia tree and 
tenyptation.

During the period before the flood, the 
Sumerian tablet relates, beasts were 
harmless, and there were no storms, No 
one. said Thou art an old woman or 
“ Thou art an old man.“ Fiverything was 
rosy and everybody happy. 
Now the Creator of all inhabitants, ac- 
cording to the tablet, was a woman, Nintu, 
who made them out of clay. She tried to 
Intervene for her creatures, but all she 
could save was the old king, Tagtug, who 
is the Sumerian Noah.

These are all things which had been left | 
behind at the depot, and which the men 
are only too glad to put on for their leave 
of absence, just because they are clean, 
though inelegant. 

But the oddest combination yet seen 
was a Franciscan friar, who volunteered 
for the wer and who appeared in the 
Metro with leather riding boots and a 
cap decorated with three stripes, at the 

game time wearing his rough brown robe 
tied around the waist with the knotted 
cord. 


Wounded Treated Like Heroes. 

One likes to see the involuntary move- 
ment of every person in a tram or in the 
Metro when a wounded manenters. Bach 
person starts to rise and the glorious 
mutilated one,“ as they call him here, can 
have his choice of a dozen seats. 

‘ Officers and soldiers alike salute these 
men as they pass them in the streets. The 
poor empty sleeve or dangling trouser leg 
conveys a grade which is higher than 
gold stripes and many stars. 

These last few days the first incurably 
wounded men have been coming in from 
Germany. It has taken all this time for 
the German government to be willing to 
exchange prisoners incapacitated for 
service, noncombatant prisoners, such as 
doctors, nurses, pharmacists, etc. 


Story of a Ruined Life. 


Among them is one of my friends, who, 
when he marched off last August, was a 


tall. straight, laughing boy, surely not 


over 28. On account of his smartness 
and elegance he was always called le 
chic de l'armée."

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2 RY PEOPLE OF BERGEN. ARE UNHURRIED, BUT BUSINESS S BRISK.

-ERGEN, Norway, July 8—Near 
B the Bergen docks rise gray 
Haakon’s Hall, where a scene in 
Ibsen's The Pretenders " is laid, 
and where one may study the cul- 
ture of mediaevalism, and the Hanseatic 
museum, where one finds vivid mementos 
of mediaeval commerce as it was trans- 
acted by the Germans on these remote 
coasts and linked up with their home 
offices in the great free cities of Ger- 
many. 

These points make a center for good 
rambles and when one weartes of them 
there is always the recourse to the town 
park for sheer idling. 

Here the, water is forever playing over 
the bronze harpist kneeling at the base 
of the statue of Ole Bull, the band is 
trumpeting forth the native airs, the 
placid, leisurely scuff of the promenaders 
fille the street, and the everlasting hills 
are looking into one’s bedroom window. 

Nobody can imagine an American trad- 
ing town of nearly 80,000 inhabitants 
knocking off work in the heart of every 
day for that kind of relaxation, nor can 
one imagine an American municipality 
looking to it that the people get their 
two band concerts a day. 


>. 

Surprising as are these evidences— 
superficial though they may be—of a 
genial culture in a town nearly thirty- 
six hours distant from the most north- 
erly of the great capitals of central Eu- 
rope—I mean Berlin—the arrangement is 
one which does not seem.to work to the 
disadvantage of Bergen in material mat- 
ters. 

Its trade is great; its people are pros- 
perous, and it finds time and resources 
for the fostering of serious intellectual 
effort. 

‘The town contains at least three !mpor- 
tant museums of art, industry, and 
science, and a municipal theatér that, 
as to material equipment, would be an 
honor to the greatest of American cities, 
and is one of the results of a dramatic 
movement begun in this town sixty years 
ago, and destined permanently to affect 
the tendencies of a world literature. 

I refer to the work of Ole Bull, Ibeen, 
and Björnson at the old Bergen theater, 
which is still standing. To it and to 
other sites which recall that work I 
shall devote another letter. 


—— 
Meanwhile it is pleasant to eit on a 
park bench in the sun and watch the 
pretty girls in the 1 o’clock promenade. 
Not all the Bergen girls are pretty, but 
‘enough of them are to sustain a lively 
interest in the afternoon show. 
The faces, if not always of a regular 
type of beauty, possess a notable sweet- 
ness of expression and are glorified by 
grave, beautiful eyes. Among the little 
girls the hair, often of light gold and 
characteristic of the true northern type 
of the ancient line, is worn in massy 
braids. 
The men are well built and often hand- 
some, but in spite of enforced military 
service are not remarkable for good car- 


riage. 


oe 
After both the afternoon and the even- 
ing promenades the people adjourn to 
long, leisurely meals. In Norway they 
‘éut the hay five times a summer. They 
eat six times a day. 

At 8 or half past 8 in the morning a 
‘breakfast of oatmeal, eggs, bread, cheese 
and coffee is served. About noon there 
js a pick-me-up of chocolate and sand- 
wiches or cakes. 

At 2 or half past 2 comes a long dinner 
in the usual routine of soup, fish; roast, 
salad and sweets, with coffee served ina 
court or on a veranda ten minutes efter 
the meal’ At half past 5 fainting nature 
ts refreshed with tea and cakes, 

At 8 o'clock one sits down to a big sup- 
per comprising cold fish, cold meats, a 
chop, vegetables, cheese and bread and 
butter. Again coffee is served in a court 
or on the veranda. 

At 10 o’clock the busy day is rounded 
out with fruit and wine. 


eo 
The supper scene in the Bergen hotels 
is as good asa play. The long white and 
gold dining room of an establishment like 
the Norge begins to fill at a quarter past 8. 
The giass-roofed room is illuminated by 
daylight, which is still two hours from 
waning, and by electricity. 

The walls are inset with gigantic paint- 
ings of Norwegian life and scenes in 
winter and summer, ashore and at sea, 
and the subjects range from polar bleak- 
ness to the softest sylvan landscapes. 
Down the center of the room runsa long 
table loaded with the cold dishes which 
are to contribute to the first two courses 
of the meal. 

By the custom of the country the guest 
serves himeelf to these two courses, 
though there are half a dozen waiters 
in the room. Armed with a plate and an 
open mind each guest begins at the head 
of the table and marches down one side 
of it and up the other, pausing when fancy 

prompts him to transfer to his plate a 
bit of cold salmon, a taste of lobster 
‘salad, a tiny preserved fish or a claw ofa 
boiled lobster. 

File selection borne away to one of the 
smaller tables set around the room and 


there consumed, the guest provides him- 
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self with a clean plate and returns to 
the meditative round of the big table, this 
time making selections from an array of 
cold roast meats, fowls, salads ans 
breads. 


—— 
This second course eaten, a waiter takes 
charge of the subsequent proceedings. He 


brings a hot meat garnished with vegeta- 


bles and supplemented with butter and 
five kinds of bread. Cheese—one or all 
of four kinds—follows, and with it the 
meal may be declared finished, for coffee 
and nuts, which are served elsewhere and 
ten minutes later, are regarded as a 
separate rite. 

Once or twice, between courses, almost 
everybody, including the women, smokes 
cigarets. 

The price of this supper, ‘exclusive of 
the coffee, is two kroner [54% cents]. I 
never had better eating for the price in 
any country, for everything is of first rate 
quality and the variety te extraordinary. 

The long table in the center of the room 

is a sight that would have stirred the soul 
of Dickens, who could write about viands 
with a gusto that makes the reader's 
mouth water. 
There are mighty salmon, and a dozen 
varieties of spiced fish, and half a dozen 
kinds of baked and stuffed fish, and pas- 
ties and patties of fish, and roast duck 
and roast chicken and platters of larded 
beef and spiced hams and baskets of 
strange breads, some of them spiced and 
some of them unleavened. 

One night I counted fifty different dishes 
on the table, exclusive of the breads, and 
the comedy which the lay-out provided 
had its source in the air of complete ab- 
straction to each other with which a 
dozen adults were making the rounds of 
the table. There was something akin to 
the abstraction of devotees in the pic- 
ture they made. .

If a week's loitering in one of the repre- 
sentative Norwegian coast towns is in- 
teresting, rambles in the region lying 
about them are entrancing. 

If the reader finds a traveler’s superficial 
notes on this land lapsing into the strain 
of a summer resort prospectus, he must 
take into conaideration the extenuating 


and 80 various that, like a beautiful 
woman, she eludes description for the 
very reason that she is so beautiful. 

One can only ring the changes on the 
theme, and that theme melts from pas- 
tures flecked with a hundred kinds of 
wild flowers into the solemn: gloom of 
pineciad valieys which lay their feet in 
the blue sea and are crowned with the 
eternal snows. 

It is those who most would love rightly 
to describe the splendor and the charm 
of the Norwegian countryside who are 
most surely driven back on the despised 
banalities of “ travelletters "' when they 
attempt to describe the Norway of the 
southwest coast of the Scandinavian pen- 
insula. 

For what can you say of a region that 
is like a stage set for a mountain ro- 
mance—a stage that has been crowded 
with the most delicate amd the most au- 
dacious fancies of a master?

Tou look in one direction and you de- 
hold the rainclouds touched with mother- 
of-pearl by the setting sun and gently 
moving against a mountain wall of gray 
granite. Seeing that, you cry, “ What 
harmony!“ 

You look in another direction and you 
behold the sea beating white against black 
cliffs that drop a thousand feet from the 
blue, and you think—though you may 
mercifully refrain from uttering the fee- 
ble commonplace— What contrasts!" 

It is a land, this coast region, where the 
summer has always the freshness of 
spring in it, where the mountain breezes 
and the winds of the sea are ever stirring 
in the trees, and it comprehends vistas 
upon vistas that reveal a loveliness so 
chaste, so severe, so austere, and still so 
engaging that it seems too beautiful to be 
real. 

And yet it is rockhewn. What is fine 
and fanciful and elusive in the picture

Lanes as sweet aa the lanes of War- 
wickshire steal into mountain fastnesses; 
meadows slope to the edge of sheer cliffs: 
and pastures enlivened by the tentative 
music of cowbells are sheltered from the 
wide expanse of sea by crests where the 
black pines stand sentinel. 

One has to wander but a few hours in 
this region of so much stern grandeur 
and so much pastoral and sylvan lovell- 
ness to understand how it could in one 
generation be the scene of the beginning 
of the life work of Ibsen and of almost 
the entire life work of Edvard Grieg, for 
it speaks to the soul in the pitiless and 
searching voice of the one master and 
with the sweet sighing of the other.

If congress has been encouraged to ignore or over- 
ride sound expert recommendations as to army re- 
form by the failure of the army to agree within it- 
self, there is considerable less excuse for its failure | 
to legislate constructively for the navy. 

For thirteen years the general board of the navy, 
of which Admiral Dewey is head, has presented a 
constructive program of naval increase, yet congress 
has not consented to put it into effect, and naval 
building now lags far behind this expert body’s rec- 
ommendation. 

The reason is that the general board is merely 
advisory and public opinion has not been informed 
enough to insist upon congressional attention to its 
advice, Pork for impracticable riverways and waste- 
ful public buildings has been voted by the millions, 
but when it came to national defense the voice of 
economy was given a most respectful hearing. 

But the European war is teaching the people 
something and citizens are organizing public opinion 
to induce congress to listen to the men who know. 
Two of the ablest of our rear admirals, Fiske and 
Knight, and men like Commander Stirling, have 
taken their careers in their hands and spoken out, 
and it may be hoped the day of ignorance and shirk- 
ing is coming to a close. Admiral Fiske has told 
us that “our navy is unprepared, that American 
shores are not safe from a formidable enemy, and 
that the fleet must fail the country in its hour of 
need unless immediate steps are taken to increase its 
size and efficiency.” The politica] head of the navy 
department, an inland newspaper editor, has tried to 
counteract the influence of these authoritative 
words, but for once the public seems to be willing to 
listen to the expert rather than the politician, 
What does the navy need? An increase of ships 
soul of a is what naval advance means to the public, but much 
more is needed to raise efficiency. Our navy is com- 
manded now by comparatively old men who hardly 
reach flag rank before they are retired. We need a 
personnel law which will bring officers through the 
several grades at an appropriate age and insure the 
navy experienced and

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A naval reserve df 50,000 is urged by the Navy 
league, and our present knowledge of the wastage 
of war will support such a demand. 

The navy as an organization is lacking in the 
proper codrdination and harmonious foresight neces- 
sary to efficiency. A general staff alone can provide 
this. The valué of the general staff system, initiated 
by Germany and tardily adopted, through Elihu 
Root’s advice, in our army, is well recognized except 
in America. The army general staff has not as 
much influence as it ought to have, but it is gaining 
steadily, and a corresponding 
be established without delay. As public interest in 
the national defense increases expert opinion will 
tell upon congress, but it should have a recognized 
voice, which the general staff in each service will

The Navy league does well also to recommend a 
council of national defense, “ first, go secure official 
and authoritative information for congress; second, 
to formulate and to recommend to congress naval 
and military policies and standards, taking into con- 
sideration national defense, American policies, and 
the naval program and military strength of Possible 
opponents.” 3 

The council would probably consist of the presi- 
dent, the secretaries of war and the navy, the chair- 
men of the senate and house committees on appro- 
priations, foreign affairs, and military and naval 
affairs, the chief of staff of the army, and when 
the navy has its general staff, its chief, and the 
presidents of the army and navy war colleges. 

This body would outline and codrdinate a system 
of defense and of defense expenditure which would 
be harmonious, economical, and adjusted to our poli- 
cies and needs as informed minds see them. Witb- 
out such a body we shall go on wasting money with- 
out much result,

his father, Hill Irvine, was a justice of 
the peace. He was educated at Armagh, 
graduated from Trinity college, Dublin, 
and went out to Australia in 1879.

Her husband, to whom she was 
married in the old cathedral at Chiches- 
ter the other day. is the only son of the 
late Sir Charles Dilke, the statesman, by 
the first of his two marriages, and inher- 
ited from him a considerable fortune, a 
couple of country estates, and the owner- 
ship of that widely known London liter- 
ary weekly journal, the Atheneum, «4 
most valuable property. 

Educated at Rugby and at Trinity, 
Cambridge, he is a good looking man of 
about 40, extremely ford of athletics, like 
his father; a great traveler, and while a 
member of the bar has never practiced 
much. While hie fine physique comes to 
him from the late baronet, he la indedted 
for his good looks to his mother. a woman 
of great beauty, daughter of Capt. A. 
Gore Shell, who died « couple of years 
after her sons birth. 

Here was an ideally happy marriage, 
and had she not died so prematurely. her 
husband, who mourned her deeply, would 
never have become {involved some twenty 
years later in the scandal which wrecked 


hig political career and embittered the 


latter portion of his life. 


In accordance with her dying request, 
Sir Charles had her body cremated, and 
as in those days cremation was not legal 
in England, he had to convey the body 
to Germany for the purpose.

Sir Charles’ marriage to M‘ss Faithfull 
may affect the prospects of his cousin, 
Fisher Wentworth Dilke, who is now 
next heir to the baronetcy. Fisher Dilke, 
married to the novelist Ethel Clifford, has 


as mother a sister of the Mrs. Donald 


Crawford, whose alleged confersion led 
to the downfall of the late Sir Charlies 
Dike. It may be recalled that Mrs. Craw- 
ford, who had been brought up from 
childhood to religious disbel‘ef, accused 
herself to her husband. Donald Crawford, 
M. P., of misconduct with the late Sir 
Charles Duke. . 

Crawford thereupon inetituted divorce 
proceedings, naming Sir Charles D'lke as 
co-respondent, and the late William T. 
Stead at once took advantage thereof to 
start one of his violent newspaper agita- 
tions against Sir Charles as the destroyer 
of hearth and home, with the avowed 
purpose of driving him out of public life. 
He was determined to get even with Dilke 
for the part which the latter had played 
in having him sent to jail some years 
previously for certain particularly of- 
fensive features in connection with his 
publication in the Pall Mall Gazette of 
that frightful series of articles entitled 
“ The Maiden Tribute.” 

As the verdict went against the late Sir 
Charles he was forced to retire tempo 
rarily from public life, and every one of 
his subsequent political activities led to 
appeals by Mr. Stead to the public, re- 
viving the story of the divorce suit.

To thie day, however, grave doubts 
exist as to the guilt of the late Sir Charles 
of the offenses with which he was ac- 
cused by an admittedly hysterical woman. 
Even Queen Victoria retained his name 
among the members of her privy council 
until the day of her death, although she 
ceased to command him to court, while 
as soon as Edward VII. succeeded to 
the throne Dilke was among the first 
to be reappointed to the privy council, and 
was invited, along with his second wife, 
to court, and treated with the most 
marked distinction by the king and by 
Queen Alexandra. 

In fact, King Ddward may be said to 
have stood by Dilke through all his trou- 
bles. For a few weeks after the trial the 
king (then Prince of Wales), finding Sir 
Charities riding in the Row in Hyde park, 
lonely and avoided by his former friends, 
made @ point of treating him with par- 


. tleular graciousness, beckoned him to his 


side, and invited him to accompany him 
on his morning ride. He paid him this 
compliment on a number of subsequent 
occasions, in spite of the criticism of Stead 
and his friends in print, and the continu- 
ance of the friendship of his future sov- 
ereign went a long way to soften the bit- 
terness felt by Sir Charles at the treat- 
ment to which he had been subjected.

Chicago, Aug. 7.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—Of all the nationalities here the 
Germans are decrying most the lack of 
neutrality on the part of the United 
States, and of all the nationalities here 
the Germans are the least neutral and the 
loudest and most active in stirring up na- 
tional feeling and national hatred.

The Germanr say the United States vio- 
lates her neutiality by shipping out am- 
munition; at the same time, however, 
they claim that Roumania is violating 
her neutrality by refusing to export am- 
munition, thereby preventing the Turks 
from obtaining it. It seems to me the 
Germans should stop hurling invectives 
at others for not being neutral until they 
at least attempt to be a little fair them- 
«elves. — ;

Hutchinson 
and Richards of the I. A. C. are the most 
promising competitors. 


Three Teams in Relay. 

The 400 meter relay championship looks 
like a race between the Olympic club, 
Los Angeles, and the Chicago Athletic 
association. In this race there will be 
four men on a team, each to run 100 
meters, or about 100 2-3 yards. The en- 
tries for the Olympic team are Parker, 
Nolan, Murray, and Sloman; the Los An- 
geles team, Gates, Fred Kelly, Kirkpat- 
rick, and Howard P. Drew.

These duestlons were asked of promi- 
nent Progressives in Various portions of 
the country by the World. The inquiry 
wes provoked by the recent announce- 
ment of Theodore Douglas Robinson, 
state chairman of the Progressive party;

sive candidate for governor, and Chaun- 
cey J. Hamlin, Progressive leader of Brie 
county, that they intended to rejoin the

For Keeping Party Distinct. 

The majority of responses to the 
World's telegrams favor keeping the 
party alive. William Allen White of 
Kansas says: 

„It seems wise to those party Progres- 
sives who have more desire for justice 
than for jobs of prosperity to sit tight, 
hold the organization, which ie still in- 
tact, though largely a paper organiza- 
tion, and to wait, perhaps a year, per- 
haps two years, perhaps four. We feel

Medill McCormick’s Views.

Considering further the Chicago ait- 
uation, it has always appeared to me that 
the question has beén approached from 
the wrong angle. It has alWays been a 
question of=will it pay? 

“ While of course the financial question 
is the all important one, yet there are in- 
stances in this city (Chicago) where elec- 
trification on certain branches of service 
Will be justified, not as a whole perhaps, 
but afi initial installation will pay, and 
that will demonstrate whether an exten- 
sion of electrification will pay. 

That, in my opinion, is the proper way 
to investigate the question here. There 
has recently been appointed a Smoke 
abatement committee in Chicago, and J 
do not thifik it will be difficult to write that 
éommittee’s report now, because state- 
ments have been made that it will cost 
$250,000,000 to electrify the railroads in 
Chicago. 


_ Expresses Different View. 

“TI do not agree with that statement. 
I think a sum half that amount would 
meet all the 6bjectionable features of 
steam operation in Chicago today. 

“The situation here demands not only 
elé@étrification but revision of the entire 
terminal situation. The failroad tracks 
in Chicago were laid principally as though 
shot out of a gun, Without much system 
or relation to each other. 

“What should be done, in my Opinion, 
is that the railroads a8 a whole should 
get together and revise their terminals 
and electrify them within certain reason- 
able limits.”

Out at the county infilfmary in Oak 
Forest there sits a whitened old lady who 
emilées as the days fit by. She is without 
regard for time and without thought of 
the passing throng which dropped her 
by the way, for her mind is blank. She 
is Emma Baxter. 

Out at 1426 West Madison street, in a 
tiny two room flat at the top of a rickety 
stair, there site another whitened old 
lady of similar type. She is alone with 
her memories, rocking. She is Elisabeth 
Baxter. 

These two sisters, both past their four- 
score years, are all that is left of a fam- 
ily once knowa for its culture and its 


wealth. 
And Here It Begins. 

Old Tom Baxter, as Tom the First 
was called, came of sturdy Irish stock. In 
Dublin, his home, he was the head of a 

manufacturing company which had con- 

tracts for furnishing the English army 
with a large share of its accoutreménts. 

But fortune frowned and he lost much 
‘of his wealth, and rather than stay to 
face the mockery, Tom Baxter, with his 
wife and four children, Tom the Sec- 
ond.“ Charlotte, Elisabeth, and Emma, 
came to America. They lived first on 
Staten island, then came to Chicago. 

It was a wise move for Old Tom,” for 
here in the new west—it was before the 
war~—he found new opportunity, and inci- 
dentally a new fortune. Thomas Baxter 
& Son, on Canal street, was one of the 
big manufacturing concerns of Chicago. 
It furnished mill supplies for hundreds of 
industries. 

Still Recall Residences. 

Early day Chicagoans still recall the 
Baxter residences, first on Fulton street, 
then on West Adams street. Some few 
may remember dinners at which Old 
Tom Baxter presided, and at which 
Bishop Whitehouse, of the cathedral of 
SS. Peter and Paul, on the west side, 
was invariably a guest. 

Meanwhile the Baxter girls were emerg- 
ing into women. Emma was musical and 
Elizabeth of artistic bent.

ter, the mother, frowned upon matrimony, 
and only two of the four ever married. 


One Became Countess. 
Charlotte became the wife of a German 
count and lived on Staten island. She is 
now dead. Margaret, youngest of the 
sisters, married unfortunately, was sepa- 
rated, and later loved and lost again—at 


last reports she was still living—a com- 


panion to a wealthy farmer's wife some- 
where in Wisconsin. 

Elizabeth Was engaged to marry a no- 
bleman, but abandoned her romance at 
her mother’s behest, and, with Emma re- 
mained in the old residence. 

Then the story of Ireland was repeated. 
Reverses came until the Baxter wealth 
erumbled to.a fraction of its one time 
bulk. Old Tom Baxter died and Tom 
the second followed a few years later. 
Little Tom,“ as the third of the family 
was called, killed himself when he lost! 
what money he had if 4 Chicago bank 
failure. 

Baxter house was sold. But Emma and 
Elizabeth, with their mother, managed 
somehow to save a share of the family 
fortune, and with their earnings, one as 
an artist, the other a4 an opera and con- 
cert singer, they were in comfortable cir- 
cumstances.

Discrimination on the part of the city 
in favor of sectarian schools as against 
the Chicago public schools, is 4 new 
charge which will be called to the at- 
tention of the Baldwin senate committee 
which ie now investigating Chicago 
schools. N 

In summarized form, the basis upon 
which rests the charge of discrimination 
follows: : 

First—Building permits must be 
taken out and paid for before the con- 
struction work can be begun on any pub- 
lic school building. 

Second—aA suit for $2,500 in uncol- 
lected fees for the annual inspection of 
public school buildings is now pending 
before the courts. This suit was filed 
by the corporation counsel at the direc- 
tion of the city council against the echool 
board. 

Third—The Chicago public schools 
are compelled to pay the city for the 


installation of water service pipes from 
the mains to the school buildings. 


On the Other Hand. 

In contrast to these facts, the follow 
ing will be presented before the senate 
committee: 

Firset—At frequent intervals the 
city council instructs the building com- 
missioner to issue, without charge, build- 
ing permits for the construction of see 
tarian schools. 

Secoud—(Un Nov. 18, 1911, the coun< 
ell directed the city controller to cancel 
all warrants for building inspection fees 
at that time held for collection against 
religious, charitable, and educational in- 
stitutions [not including the pubile 
schools], and on Dec. 11 of the same year 
this amendment was added to paragraph 
237 of the code of 1911 with respect to 
building inspection fees: Provided. 
however, that no charge for such annual 
inspection shall be made against religi- 
ous, charitable, or educational inetitu- 
tions.”’ 

Third—On a number of occasions 
the city council has passed measures di- 
recting the commissioner of public works 
to install, without charge, water service 
pipes from the city mains to séctariaa 
school buildings. 

Experts to Be Called. 

“Tt has been pointed out by hundreds 
that the school system is in many respect 
a failure,” Mr. Stein said. It falls, 
some say, to produce the highest typé of 
citizens, and many economic and socio- 
logical problems which the community 
faces are held to be the result of anti- 
quated educational methods, The com- 
mittee has been told that the health and 
physical development of pupils is not 
properly looked after.
